On  all  seeds  by 
weight  where  quantity  exceeds  that  above  mentioned,  8c  lb.  must  be  added  for  postage. 
On  Corn,  Beans  and  Peas,  8c  per  pint  and  15c  per  quart  must  be  added  for  postage.  All 
seeds  or  plants  by  express  or  freight  will  be  sent  at  the  expense  of  purchaser. 

PACKING. — I make  no  charge  for  boxes,  barrels  or  packing,  or  delivery  to  depots, 
boats  or  express  office. 

BAGS. — When  bags  are  required,  they  are  charged  at  cost  only. 

REMITTANCES. — Remittances  may  be  made  by  New  York  Draft,  Postoffice  Money 
Order,  Registered  Letter,  or  by  Express.

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For  some  time  it  hud  seemed  to  us  that  the  old  plan  of  selling  Vegetable  Seeds  in 
packets  lacked  definiteness,  and  was  not  a satisfactory  one  for  the  purchaser.  There 
was  no  given  rule  as  to  the  quantity  of  seeds  put  in  a packet  by  various  seedsman,  each 
using  his  own  measure;  consequently 
purchasers  had  no  means  of.  knowing 
how  much  ground  a packet  would  plant, 
and  as  a rule,  we  believe,  the  quantity 
was  not  sufficient  for  ordinary  needs. 

We  therefore  adopted,  a few  years  ago,  a 
new  system,  giving 

Definite  Quantities 

for  Five  Cents, 

which  proved  very  satisfactory,  increas- 
ing from  small  packets  to  ounces  and 
fractions  of  an  ounce  on  all  the  leading- 
varieties  of  Vegetable  Seeds,  accordiug 
to  cost,  thus  enabling  our  patrons  to 
know  just  what  they  will  receive;  and 
by  referring  to  the  directions  at  the  head 
of  the  various  sorts,  Beans.  Peas,  etc.,  will  be  found  the  quantity  of  seed  required  for  a 
given  amount  of  space.  Our  customers  will  note  that  we  have,  in  giving  the  large 
amount  of  seeds,  likewise  increased  the  cost  of  postage  or  delivery,  and  in  consideration 
of  this  liberality  and  extra  expense  to  ourselves,  we  trust  you  will  evince  your  apprecia- 
tion bv  an  increase  in  your  order.
